WASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—Com 
sioner Yerkes of the Internal Kev 
Bureau has received a letter from a 
grain company in the Northwest, ask- 
ing whether the memoranda of sales 
of farmers’ products on an exchange 
or board of trade are exempt from 
tax by the amendment to paragraph 
2 of schedule “A” of the amended War 
Revenue Act of March 2, 1901. The 
writer assume; that it never was the 
intention of the law that farmers and 
others selling actual grain should pay 
a tax, and that it applies only to those 
who sell “futures” without ever intend- 
ing their delivery. The writer refers 
especially to sales of grain “to ar- 
rive,” and states that that trade, he 
thinks, should be exempt from tax. 

In reply the commissioner rules that 
grain sold on a board of trade or ex- 
change “to arrive” may be exempt 
from tax if at the time of sale the 
grain is on a vessel, boat or car and 
in actual course of transportation, but 
if the sale is made before the grain has 
been shipped, or if the grain has ar- 
rived at its destination, the exemp- 
tion does not apply. 

In order to determine the fact whether 
merchandise sold is actually ir course 

transportation at the time of sale, 
a bill of lading is in tiepensably neces- 
eary. In case a bill Of lading cannot 
be conveniently furni#thed to accom- 
pany the memorandum of sale, a cer- 
tified copy may be used instead of the 
original.

EMPLOYERS.
